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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the communication filed on 09/26/2008. 
Claims 1-11 are pending. Applicant amended claims 1-11. 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

I. In claim 1 , line 10, the recitation "specific deposit pattern" has 
been replaced with -- deposit pattern --. 

II. In claim 6, line 2, the recitation "specific deposit pattern" has 
been replaced with -- deposit pattern --. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11 are allowed. The search was conducted in classes 438 and 
257 and the claims are novel in view of prior art. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record does not disclose nor fairly suggest a 
method of manufacturing a resonator within a semiconductor device, wherein 
removing the oxide deposit in order to define an element forming the resonator 
configured to vibrate between the two electrodes, wherein the partition of the two 
electrodes is obtained by implanting a first dopant through a partitioning pattern, 
as described in independent claim 1.
